Provisions of the Fortification Bill Sent to 
the Senate, 

Wasutnaron, February 8.—The fortification 
bill, as reported to the senate today, was in- 
creased in committee as follows: Torpedoes 
for harbor defense, $200,000; machine guns of 
American manufacture, $20,000; caissons and 
battery wagons for thirty-two ten inch guns, 
$45,274; for conducting anfiual heavy artillery 
practice, $20,000. A provision was inserted 
that all moneys shall be disbursed by the board 
of ordnance and fortifications created -last 
year, and it is made imperative on the board 
to buy only American made material.

WasutInaton, February 5.—Thetreasury to- 
day accepted four and half per cent bonds ag- 
gregating $3,175,000 at rates ranging from 108 
to 1001. Embraced in the total were one lot 
of half a million at 100 and another of Sv,000.- 
O00 at 1004. 

The computations made by treasury experts 
upon the probable effect of the senate amend- 
ments to the tariff bill reached the committee 
on ways and means today and were immedi- 
ately sent to the printer. A democratic mem- 
ber of the committee says the table shows that 
one-half of the reduction of twenty-tive million 
dollars effected by changes in the sugar sched- 
ule is wiped ont by changes in other tariff 
schedules, which in themselves would result 
ina considerable increase in revenue.

Nothing is known here of the causes 
of thg failure beyond what is given in the 
assoclated press dispatches from Boston. 
Very littie of the stock is 
owned here. The failure of the 
concern will throw several hundred men 
out of employinent. ‘The failure causes some 
surprise, for_the reason that the fertilizer trade 
was never better than it is this year. The 
statistics show that the shipments of fertilizers 
from this city up to date are larger than ever 
before, the figures being as follows: Ship- 
ments in 1887, 27,455 tons; in 1585, 42,160 tons; 
in 1880, 4,426 tons. There are thirteen fertili- 
zer gnanufactories here, the steck of which 
is quoted from $1.01 to $2.01 a share.

Mad Dogs Spreading Terror Through West 
Virginia Counties. 

WHEELING, W. Va., February 8.—The great- 
est excitement prevailsamong farmors through- 
out a region covering about ten square miles in 
Wetzel county, the cause being the discovery 
that there are from eight toa dozen dogs af- 
flicted with the rabies within the territory 
named, running wild through the woods and 
over the fields. -Fora month past live stock 
of humerous farms have been found dead, and 
hogs and cattle’observed to be suffering from 
what was thought to be fits, but the cause was 
not suspected until yesterday, when it was 
ascertained a nuimber of horses, cattle and hogs 
had been bitten by mad dogs, and that two 
children of Mr. Morgan’s had shared in the 
same fate.

The Riverdale Factory at* Northbridge,

Wart USTER, MH ass., February $.— The Riv- 
erdale cotton mill, at Northbridge, was burned 
this morning. The fire was. discovered at 6 
o'clock. The mill was owned and operated by 
the Paul Whitin Manufacturing company.

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THE TERRIBLE RIOT YESTERDAY. 


Stores Saehed, Dwellings Destroyed—Troops 
4 Cafled Out to Muell the Rioters 
Public Offices Attacked. 


Rome, February 8,—The fears recen? ‘en 
tertained by the authorities that an om oréak 
would occur among the thousands of unem- 
ployed persons in this city were realized to-day. 
This morning a great crowd of unemployed 
workingmen assembled and marched through 
Via Condotta and other streets of the city, 
blackening the shop fronts as they went, and 
in some cases entering stores and carrying off 
whatever plunder they could secure. Street 
lamps and windows were smashed by the mob, 
and on Via Frattinaa number of buildings were 
partly wrecked. Several collisions occurred 
between the police and rioters, and a number 
of persous were wounded. Several of the ring 
leaders among the mob were arrésted. Troops 
rbed district.

BEACIU’S THIRD DAY 

On the Witenss Stand Before the Parnell 

Commission. 

Lonpon, February §8.—The cross-examina- 
tion of Informer LeCaron was continued by 
Sir Charles Russell before the Parnell commis- 
sion today. The court room was over crowded, 
Mr. Parne!l was not present. 

LeCaron, in reply toa question said that 
during the last fortnight he had got documents 
relating to the case from Anderson, an official 
of the home office, who, at his private resi- 
lence, allowed witness to see the whole of the 


latter’s past correspondence with the home | 


oftice authorities. Witness then went to Cork 
street, with an unsigned letter of introduction 
which Anderson liad given to Houston, secre- 
tary of the Loyal Patriotic union. 

In November, 1888, witness read report of 
proceedings before the commission and they 
gave the impression that British prosecution 
was lamely presented. 

‘‘That’s very hard upon the aitorney gen- 
eral,” said Sir Charles Lussell, the romark 
causing much laughter. 

HOW HE GOT MIs PAY. 

La Caron said that during the first three 
years of his service asa spy, he received no 
payment fromthe government, and that at 
present he was receiving only part of his pay. 

“Anderson,’’ the witness said, ‘opposed my 
testimony. He said that if I testifed it would 
be on my own responsibility. The letter that 
Anderson wrote to indorse me to Houston was 
signed with his initials: ee 

‘Why did you not make that statement be- 
fore ?’’ asked Sir Charles Kassell. 

“J just now remember the fact,’’ replied the 
witness. 

‘‘ Anderson,’’ continued Le Caron, ‘‘selected 
the documents hethought would be useful and 
I selected those that I thought would be nsefu! 
to Houston, who inturn selected thase to be 
read to the court. The work of selecting 
papers occupied ten days. Anderson intro- 
duced me to Houston as a man who had been 
wutually selected to represent the prosecution, 
and one whom the Times and I can trust. I 
made the tirst proposal to come here.’’ 

HOW HE MADE HIS FORTUNE, 

LeCaron said he had practiced medicine and 
kept adrug storeand had becomerich. He 
had held a high military ofiice in the brother- 
hood, but never an executive office. Bradley, 
of Philadelphia, was now at the bead of the 
executive. The brotherhood numbered 22,000 
in 1882. ‘The membership is now higher than 
ever and isincreasing. The suppression of 
the league and the arrest of Irish members of 
the house of commons gavé an impetus to the 
organization. 

Devoy, witness said, is a professional Irish 
politician. After the convention in 1581, both 
parties in the brotherhood were concerned in 
the outrages, and some people thought 
that the league would beeome a 
source ef danger to the brotherhood. 

Sir Charles Rusvell quoted from a _ report, 
Which read: 

Serious danger menaces us trom the league which 
threatens to crush the revolutionary movement, 

Witness said he believed that the words in 
the report, ‘‘extreme leaders,’’ referred to Par- 
nellite members of parliament. The league 
and brotherhood sent subscriptions to the 
league in Ireland. The brotherhood tried to 
control the subscription intended for the 
league. ‘The brotherhood captured and con- 
trolled the league. 

WHY HE CUT THE DOCUMENTS. 

LeCaron admitted that he had cut pieces 
from documents wit® the words ‘“‘copy sent, 
R. A.’ He had done this because he did not 
wish to introduce Anderson’s namein evidence. 
He said tbat he had sent to Anderson letters 
referring to the alliance of the league and 
brotherhood. 

Sir Charles Russell here remarked that he 
intended to demand the production of those 
letters. 

Replying to further questions, LeCaron said 
that Sullivan was a lawyer who did not mix in 
the bestsociety of Chicago. Finerty was an 
oil inspector, Judge Moran was much re- 
spected. Judge Prendergrast was respected 
by one side and not by the other. Michael 
Bolan was a. lawyer. His position was not 
good. Dr. Carroll was an eminent man, and 
B. O’Reilly arespectable one. Genera! Col- 
lins was a man of undoubted respectability. 

Witness said that all the delegates to the 
convention had credentials from the league or 
from clubs affiliated with the league. 

ASKING FOR THE LETTERS. 

Sir Charles Russel! asked that the covering 
letters to the government be produced. 

The witness asked: ‘Do you wish to risk 
men’s lives?’ 

Sir Charles replied: ‘‘The judges will see 
the letters firat, and they will decide whether 
the names shal! be published.”’ 

The court here took a recess. 

Upon the reassembling of the commission 
Sir Charles handed up to the bench a paper 
which he stated contained such a grave state- 
ment that he wished to take the judge’s opin 
ion whether it should be noticed. 

The cross-examination of Le Caren was then 
continued. 

PARNELL AT THE MEETING. 

Witness said that Mr. Parnell’s only public 
visit to America took place early in 1880, when 
he attended meetings in Chicago, St. Louis 
and Cincinnati. To witness's knowledge in 
the west the demonstrations were exclusively 
and in the east mainly in the hands of the 
revolutionary pdrty. Members of congress 
were connected with the revolutionary party. 
He could not mention the names of persons 
who gave bim the jpiormation regarding the 
easteri mcetings. Mr. Parne!l atteuded only 
three mectings ¥y which witness could posi- 
tively speak, “ther from his own knowledge 
or from in#irmation. These were meetings at 
St. Lov*s, Chicago and Cincinnati. At 
most of the meetings the mayor of the 
cit” met Mr. Parnell and presided.

SPCRETARY RAYVARD'S PLAUSE, 

Secretary Hayard sucgesied a scheme of constitn- 
tional go.esiment for Samoa with a native legislag 
ture, securing its independence and autonomy, in- 
cluding an acknowledgemen' of Malietoa, as king 
and Tamasres as vice king. The English govern- 
ment, through Sir Lione) West, suggested an agree- 
ment among the treaty powers that one of them 
should, as mandabory of the other two, act as ad- 
viser of the Samoen government, and in view of the 

weponderance of German interests there, was will- 
ing to jet Germany have the first term of five ycars. 
England egreed with Germany in acknowledging 
the necessity for the election of a new king. all the 
representatives of the proposed organization of 
land, court or commission to setUe the question of 
titles. No discussion occured at this conference. 

WHAT WAS AGREED UPON. 

At the second meeting, Secretary Bayard opened 
the proceedings by stating that he understood that 
all agreed upon the following poin's: 

That there should be mo annexation of the islands 
by any of the treaty powers; 

That the independence and autonomy of the 
islands were to be preserved with the equality of 
rights of commerceand navigation for Cliizens OF 
subjects of the treaty powers; 

Tia’ anative goyernment was to be established 
“and _ a-sisted to maintain itself, Z 

That the present jnrisdiction of consuls over their 
own country should be preserved; 

That the present treaties be maintained so far as 
the rights of the three powers are concerned) 

Tiat the means of raising revenue for the support 
of the government should be devised and the ques- 
tion of taxing foreigners shouid be cousidered. 

Tbiat import and tonnage duties should be estab- 
lished by fdentical treaties between the three pow- 
ers and the Mamoap government. 

Thata Jand eourt should be formed to settle titles 
and hoidings of land in the group. 

Mr. Bayard further said that while it had been 
acreed that the native government should be estab- 
lished and assisted to mainiaia itself, the powers 
were not agreed as toits details. (ieat Britain and 
Germany proposed that there should be only a king 
and council of chiels. The United States suggested 
a king, council of chiefs and legislative assembly, 
com posed of representatives elected by the people of 
the islands. 

Then followed a long Ciscussion of the details of 
the government to be created, 


BAYARD INSISTS ON HOME RULE. 

Secretary Bayard consented to a new election, but 
insisted that it should be a native election, free and 
unawed; that the customs of the Samoans should 
prevail in it, and the result of the election should be 
announced to and detiared by the three consuls, 
who shouid not otherwise participate in the pro- 
ceedings, 

Mr. West agreei to Mr. Bayard’s propositions, but 
he jomed with Alvensicben in opposing Mr. Bay- 
erd's suggestion that Malietoa should remain. king 
in case of the failure of the election of another in 
his place. 

Alvensleben also inquired whether the newly 
elected king should not be approved by the powers, 
to which Mr. Bayard replied in the negative, insist 
ing that there must be a free election. ° 

Aivensleben then read a formal statement of the 
position of bis government, in which he says there 
is Only one course: to piace one foreign officer at the 
head of the administration and to invest him with 
sufficient power to make measures required for the 
maintenance of peace aid order, as well es forthe 
prosperous development of commerce and inter- 
course, It would appear that the 
power having to protect the largest 
interests in Samoa shoubi be given the right to 
nominate the official. That Germany was the 
power haying the largest interest was questioned 
by nobody. Mr. Bayard said it seemed to him that 
that reasoning forgot enurely the principle upon 
which they were proceeding; that isthe native govs 
ernment was to preserve. its own existence. The 
idea of the United Siates was that there ebould be 
au equality of rights between the powers, 

MINISTER WEST’S VIEWS. 

Von Alvensieben said that was intended. 

The third protocol is devoted mainly to the dis- 
cussion of native legislatureand the land court. At 
the close, Mr. West read a paper in support of tne 
mandatory scheme; declaring that it did not involve 
the recognition of any preponderating interests, 
aid quoting the German and British goveruments 
us asserting that there should be an equality: that 
the British government wos willing that a German 
representative shouid act as mandatory of the other 
two powers for the first term of five years. 

Yhe fourth protocol reveals a discussion of the 
meaning to be attached to the phrase ‘‘alternate 
conirol.”’ 

Mr. Bavard said he had not the slightest desire to 
excrcise any preponderance over Cfermany and 
Great Britain, but he did desire to see native in- 
iiuence upheld by the three powers equally and for 
a conimmon purpose. He desired also to advert to 
the importance of practical neutralization of the 
islands, 

TILE GERMAN PLAN IMPRACTICABLE. 

The fifth protocoi is made up of a continuation of 
the discussion upon the legislative and land ques- 
tions. The day's proceedines closed hy a statement 
from Mr, Bayard that he would undertake to prove 
that the German plen would result in an inequality 
which would grow larger. The Bfitish representa- 
tive did not see it. 

At the sixth and last mecting held, July 25th, Mr. 

jayard read a Jong statementin regardto a “plan 

forthe establishment of peace and civilization in 
Samoa, wiih the co operative support of the govern- 
ment of the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain. He reviewed in great detail and com- 
mented npon the plan submitted by the German 
minister and said: 

The plan as proposed and explained bv Von 
Alvensieben is substantially a foreign autocratic 
government based on wercantile interests; and all 
experience has shown. what must necessarily re- 
suit fromsuch anattempt, and that underitthe 
defeat of the objects we have all distinctly proposed 
ig certain, 1 dunot see why we should not recognize 
atthe outset.and encourage in Samoa,a spirit of 
self-coverning, freedom and self respect. Germany 
and the United States have heretofore given a 
strovg indication of their desire for this by 
their prompt isavyowal of arbitrary and 
unauthorized acts of their respective con- 
suls (Steubel and Greenbaum.) And it is 
noticeable that the conduct of foreigners has been 
the cause ot more disorder and discontent in 
Samoa than any spontaneous actions of the natives, 
who, wheneverthey have acted improperly and 
immorally. would have appeared to have done so 
upon the instigation of some forcign agent. We 
cannot, there‘ore, condemn a native self-govern- 
mentin advance, for it has not been tried, and 
a plan containing suchan element, is entitled to 
favorable consideration and to be fairly 
tested. Would it not, therefore, be 
well forus to adjourn this conference until the 
autumuand thus yive tipre to the ministers of 
Germany and Great Britain to submit their proto: 
cols to their respeetive governments in order that 
insiructions may be received by them of a more 
definite character, by the aid of which wewmay be 
enabled to come to an acreement,”’ 

The conference then adjourned and its members

Macon, Ga, February 8.—[Special. |—After 
long weeks of delay in framing ao satisfactory 
contract to all parties concerned, the prospects 
are now certain that the Palmer Cooper 
company of Charleston and New York, will 
erect a barrel factory on ten acres of the city 
reserve granted by the mayor and 
council for that purpose, City 
Attorney Barilett and General Manager 
J. L. D. Alexander, of the Palmer. com- 
pany, today agreed ona contract, and Major 
Price said he would sign it, and eight of the 
twelve aldermen favor it, and on Tuesday 
night next the contract will be formally 
adopted. There was acalled meeting at the 
council today to consider the matter, but there 
not being a quorum the question was deferred 
until the next regular meeting. Mr, Alex- 
ander is very much elated over his suc- 
cess, and it is proposed to begin 
the work of building within sixty days. 

The manufactory will be of brick, twostories 
high, requiring about 600,000 brick. 1t will be 
80 by 160 feet. The tirst year at least four 
acres will be covered with buildings, ~nd the 
balance of the space will be built BWpon as 
rapidly as is the demand. From 125 to 200 
hands will be employed, and. about 500,000 
barrels gvill be manufactured per annum. It 
is thought that the freight bills the first year 
will exceed $50,000. 

The city of Macon is fortunate in having 
reserve lands which she can grant for manu- 
facturing purposes, and if she continues to 
pursue her present policy of donating this 
land the entire large area will, ina few years, 
be dotted all over with factories, machine 
works, and all kinds of manufacturing enter- 
prises.

For several years Tur ConstiruTion has 
been insisting on the repeal of the internal 
reventie system as a matter of right and jus- 
tice. When the democratic party came in- 
to powcr it insisted on the repeal of the sys- 
tem, not only as a matter of right and jus- 
tice, but asa matter of policy-the demo- 
rratic policyAnangurated by Thomas Jeffer- 
son when he organized the party of the 
people, 

We have alluded to the system as an In- 
famous picce of machinery invented by the 
republican party to aid it in crushing the 
people of the south and to supply it with 
money to carry on the war; and we have 
pointed out, over and over again, the fact 
that the law is cruel, oppressive, unjust, and 
burdensome {n its operations, A few years 
ngo there was not a democrat in the repub- 
Jic but agreed with Time CONSTITUTION In 
ite opposition to, and denunciation of, this 
infamous system—certainly there was not 
a democrat in the south who was willing to 
surrender the democratic principle which 

manifests itself in opposition to govern- 
mental tyranny and oppression. 

But the system is still on the statute 
books, and a great many good democrats 
and sincere opponents of oppression have 
been deceived by thasstress of a hotly con- 
tested campaign into giving the monstrous 
affair their quasi-support and indorsement. 
The campaign, however, is over, and it was 
a disastrous one. Nothing was gained by 
ignoring the desire of the people for the 
repeal of the infamous interna] revenue 
laws. Nothing was gained, from a party 
point of view, by ignoring, if not indorsing, 
a system as oppressive as any that prevails 
in Russia. 

It is time that victims of the system 
found considerable relief under a demo- 
cratic adininistration. Democratic officials, 
in executing the law, gave to the harsher 
features thereof the interpretation of know- 
ledge and sympathy. Their leniency was 
found in the promptings of humanity and 
not in the letter and spirit of the law. 

But with all the carefulness and human- 
ity of our democratic officials, what has 
been the result of executing the law in 
Georgia? An effort isnow making by some 
of Georgia’s representatives in congress to 
induce President Cleveland to grant a gen- 
eral amnesty to all persons charged with vio- 
lating the internal revenue laws. Collector 
Crenshaw has added his name to those of 

the other petitioners and he says in a letter 
to Congressman Candler: ‘*I-do not know 
of a single case where a general amnesty 
proclamation would reach a person of 
notoriously bad character, or one guilty of 
very aggrevated violations, whereas it would 
liberate many very poor men who have 
been guilty of violating law for the purpose 
of earning a living for large and dependent 
families. I earnestly recommend that the 
president grant the amnesty.” | 

Now, here is the testimony of the official 
who has executed the law in all cases on the 
side of merey. He, and the men under him, 
have striven to strip the law of its harsh- 
ness, and yet we see what he says of this 
infamous Kussian system. ‘There have 
been no complaints of cruelty under the 
democratic administration, but the law is 
s0 monstrous in its intentions that evena 
bumane execution of its wn-American and 
un-democratic principles leaves injustice 
and oppression as the results, 

We are of the opinion, however, that 
four years more of this infamous system 
under republican auspices will convince 
our people that THk CoNSTITCTION’S op- 
position to it is based on honesty, justice, a 
love of liberty and a true democracy.

“T arrived home Tuesday afternoon, and, 
learning the above facts, caused the arrest of 
Watson. We tracked him from his house to 
the spot where the murder occurred, saw 
where he juimped over the fence to shoot her 
the second time, and then tracked him by a 
cireuitous route to his house.’’ 

Being asked what motive Watson had for 
committing the deed, Starr said: 

‘*T don’t know further than. the fact that 
they had fallen out sometime previous about 
Watson getting her mail from the ottice, and I 
believe that Belle knew more about him than 
he cared to have divulged. He had been liv- 
ing there fourteen. months, and came from 
Florida. Having incurred her dislike, he 
feared her. This is my theory of the case.”’ 

‘Did she have no other cnemieés in the vi- 
cinity ?”’ 

‘None that IT know of. She has had no 
trouble lately and was on good terns with ail 
her neighbors. I think Watson murdered her 
and I will use every effort to proye it on him.” 

WATSON TALKS. 

A visit to Watson at the jail elicited nothing 
further than a denial of his guilt. He says he 
was on friendly terms with Belle and attended 
her funeral Wednesday, being arrested after it 
Was over at his own house. Belle was killed 
about one hundred and fifty yards from Wat 
Son’s house.

The members were al! present, and after the 
meeting had been called to order by Chairman 
Hutchison, Mr. Jacob Haas was requested to 
act as secretary. 

The chairman then asked if the committee 
would like to hear the mayor’s message read. 

They decided to hear it, and Secretary Haas 
was requested to read It. 

The message was published in THe CONSTI- 
TUTION some days ago. It relates principally 
to the methods by which the city’s charity is 
dispensed, and to the loose manner in which 
the city business is conducted generally. It 
accuses the city warden of extravagance, and 
recommended an investigation of his depart- 
ment. It also urges the necessity of systematié 
arid business like methods of transacting the 
business of the city. 

MAJOR GLENN TALKS. 

Immediately after Mr. Haas finished read- 
ing the message, Mayor Glenn obtained the 
floor and said he desired to make a statement. 
Ife said: 

‘*The city of Atlanta does not expect amcm- 
ber of the council, for a salary of $200 @ year, 
to devote all his time to the duties of the 
council. Nobody with common judgment ex- 
pects such a thing. Now, as to the relief com- 
mittee, I know all the members, and they are 
as anxious to dotheir duty as I am, or any- 
body else, but they cannot spare time to 

xamine all applications for relief. 
The mayor, however, is expected to devote 
more of his time to these things. ‘That is the 
way I came to discover certain extravagance 
on the part of the warden. But 1 want to say 
right here that Mr. Thompson has only been 
chairman of the committee since January. 
He is my friend, and there is noiman in At- 
lanta whol think more of,and I make no 
charge against him, My charge is against the 
warden, not for any  dijshonesty on 
his part, but he has shown 
a lack of discretion in his method of distribu- 
ting the city charity. He has allowed his 
sympathies to be worked upon by the unde- 
serving and has not exercised plain common 
sense in the matter. This is a fund that 
ought to be spent by a man with humane feel- 
ings and atthe same time by a mancf discre- 
tion and’ ability. I think Warden Lee 
was htimane but not disereet, that 
is, = far as affurding relief is 
concerned; but he was acting under 
the direction of the _ relief committee, 
When the warden was appointed, in 1886, he 
received a salary of $40 per month, which was 
increased from time to time until he now re- 
ceives $75. As I have said, Mr. Thompson 
has only been chairman of the relief comm't- 
tee since January, and he has not approved of 
all this extravagance. We have a man in the 
city’s service W ho is eminently fit for the posi- 
tion of warden. I refer to Mr. Hun- 
ter. He is in a position where 
he can attend to this duty 
in connection with his other work, and there- 
by save one salary to the city, and, in my 
opinio ,we would hawo it msi Hh 
more discretion. The relief committee yes- 
terday did away with the office of warden, and 
assigned Mr. Hunter to that duty. Ten years 
azo ‘the city of Atianta buried her paupers at 
less than a dollar apiece; now it costs her 
$4.50 apiece, and as much for a baby as a 
grown person. There is something in this 
that strikes: me as extravagance. I don’t 
know where it is. 

“The undertakers charge $2.50 for a coftin and 
hearse, and it costt #2 for a grave, 
making $4.50 the cost of burying a pauper, 
whereas it used to cost only about one dollar, 
I think it would be a good idea for the city to 
purchase a cemetery of its own for the burial 
of paupers. It costs us too much now, and by 
this means we could furnish cheaper service, 
and the result would be a great saving to the 
city. 

‘Ten years ago the appropriation to the relief 
fund of the city of Atlanta was $600. It got 
up to $2,000, and kept on increasing until it 
has reached $13,000. Atlanta has not increased 
in that ratio, and that is what I mean by mak- 
ing charges of extrav agance. 

CHAIRMAN THOMPSUN’S STATEMENT. 

At the conclusion of Mayor Glenn’s re- 
marks, Mr. Thompson took the floor ™ | 
stated that when he was placed onthe relie 
committee, the warden received $60 per 
month, and that his salary was increased to 
$75 last year. He also said that it 
cost less to bury paupers ten 
years ago, because they were then 
interred in Oakland, and they are now buried 
in Westview and South vi iew; thatit was far- 
ther to the two last named cemeteries and the 
undertaker had to charge more. He did not 
see huw they could afford to put them awa 
for much less. The city had no contract with 
any particular undertaker or cemetery, but 
they all receieyd the same price. 

A general discussion followed as to the num- 
ber and character of the city’s paupers 
and the extent to which they were entitled 
to charity. The mayor thought there 
was a class of people in the city who expected 
to be buried by the city, and had been receiy- 
ing relief, but were not entitled to it, and 
ought to be hunted down and exposed, 

WARDEN LEE TALKS. 

Chairman Hutchison announced that ex- 
Warden Lee desired to appear before the com- 
mittee to make a statement. 

Upon Mr. Inman’s motion, 
admitted. Heexplained the methods of his 
office, and stated that he had faithfully 
aud conscientiously discharged his 
duties, and that if he erred in 
dispensing the city charity, it was because of 
his desire to assist those in need, and that he 
had no desire to be extravagant with the city 
funds. Heclosed by saying that even if he 
had had such a desire, he could not have done 
so, as he handled no money at all and the re- 
lief committee was just as much responsible 
as he.

The special committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the coungil to consider the mayor's 
message, m@pyesterday afternoon at 5 o’ clock 
in the office of the mayor.

The members were al! present, and after the 
meeting hgd been called to order by Chairman 


Hutchison, Mr. Jacob Haas was requested to 


act a8 secretary. . - 

The chairman then asked if the committee 
would like to hear the mayor’s message read. 

They decided to hear it, and Secretary Haas 
was requested to read it. 

The message was published in THe CoNnstTr- 
TUTION some days ago. It relates principally 
to the methods by which the city’s charity is 
dispensed, and to the loose manner in which 
the city business is conducted generally. It 
aceuses the city warden of extravagance, and 
recommended an investigation of his depart- 
ment. It also urges the necessity of systematié 
ald business like methods of transacting the 
business of the city. 

MAJOR GLENN TALKS. 

Immediately after Mr. Haas finished read- 
ing the message, Mayor Glenn obtained the 
floor and said he desired to make a statement. 
Ife said: 

‘*The city of Atlanta does not expect amem- 
ber of the council, for a salary of 5200 a year, 
to devote all his time to the duties of the 
council. Nobody with common judgment ex- 
pects such a tlring. Now, as to the relief com- 
mittee, I know all the members, and they are 
as anxious to dotheir duty as I am, or any- 
body else, but they cannot spare time to 
examine all applications for relief. 
The mayor, however, is expected to devote 
more of his time to these things. ‘That is the 
way I came to discover certain extravagance 
on the part of the warden. But I want to say 
right here that Mr. Thompson has only been 
chairman of the committee since January. 
He is my friend, ana there isnoman in At- 
lanta whol think more of,and I make no 
charge against him, My charge is against the 
warden, not . for any  dijshonesty = on 
his part, but he has shown 
a lack of discretion in his method of distribu- 
ting the city charity. He has allowed his 
sympathies to be worked upon by the unde- 
serving and has not exercised plain common 
sense in the matter. This is a fund that 
ought to be spent by a man with humane feel- 
ings and atthe same time by amancf discre- 
tion and ability. I think Warden Lee 
was htmane but not disereet, that 
is, 60 far as. affording = relief is 
concerned: but he .was acting under 
the direction of the _ relief committee. 
When the warden was appointed, in 1886, he 
received a salary of $40 per month, which was 
increased from time to time until he now re- 
ceives $75. As I have said, Mr. Thompson 
has only been chairman of the relief commit- 
tee since January, and he has not approved of 
all this extravagance. We have a man in the 
city’s service who is eminently fit for the posi- 
tion of warden. I refer to Mr. Hun- 
ter. He is in a position where 
he can attend to this duty 
in connection with his other work, and there- 
by save one salary to the city, and, in my 
opinio , we would haweo it : e mrith 
more discretion. The relief committee yes- 
terday did away with the oftice of warden, and 
assigned Mr. Hunter to that duty. Ten years 
ago the city of Atianta buried her paupers at 
less than a dollar apiece; now it costs her 
$4.50 apiece, and as much for a baby as a 
grown person. There is something in this 
that strikes me as extravagance. I don’t 
know where it is. 

“The undertakers charge $2.50 for a coffin and 
hearse, and it costt #2 for a grave, 
making $4.50 the cost of burying a pauper, 
whereas it used to cost only about one dollar. 
I think it would be a good idea for the city to 
purchase a cemetery of its own for the burial 
of paupers. It costs us too much now, and by 
this means we could furnish cheaper service, 
and the result would bea great saying to the 
city. 

Ten years ago the appropriation to the relief 
fund of the city of Atlanta was $600. It got 
up to $2,000, and kept on increasing until it 
has reached $13,000. Atlanta has not increased 
in that ratio, and that is what I mean by mak- 
ing charges of extravagance.”’ 

CHAIRMAN THOMPSUN’S STATEMENT. 

At the conclusion of Mayor Glenn’s re- 
marks, Mr. Thompson took the floor om 
stated that when he was placed onthe relie 
committee, the warden received $60 per 
month, and that his salary was 
S75 last year. He also said that 
cost less to bury paupers ten 
years ago, because they were then 
interred in Oakland, and they are now buried 
in Westview and Southview; thatit was far- 
ther to the two last named cemeteries and the 
undertaker had to charge more. He did not 
see how they could afford to put them away 
for much less. The city had no contract with 
any particular undertaker or cemetery, but 
they all receieyd the same price. 

A general discussion followed as to the num- 
ber and character of the city’s paupers 
ard the extent to which they were entitled 
to charity. The mayor thought there 
was a class of people in the city who expected 
to be buried by the city, and had been receiv- 
ing relief, but were not entitled to it, and 
ought to be hunted down and exposed, 

WARDEN LEE TALKS. 

Chairman Hutchison announced that ex- 
Warden Lee desired to appear before the com- 
mittee to make a statement. 

Upon Mr. Inman’s motion, the warden was 
admitted. Heexplained the methods of his 
oflice, and stated that he had faithfully 
and conscientiously discharged his 
duties, and that if he- erred in 
dispensing the city charity, it was because of 
his desire to assist those in need, and that he 
had no desire to be extravagant with the city 
funds. Heclosed by saying that even if he 
had had such a desire, he could not have done 
so, as he handled no, money at all and the re- 
lief committee was just as much responsible 
as he. 
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THE COMMITTEER’S REPORT. 

On motion of Mayor Glenn, Messrs. Hutch- 
ison and Haas were appointed a sub-commit- 
tee to make a report to the next council ex- 
honorating Warden Lee of all wrong intention. 

The report is as follows:

A lady lecturer. 

Mrs. Longshore-Potts,M. D., was -found in 
her handsome suite of apartments at the Kim- 
pall yesterday afteruoon after her lecture to 
the ladies at Concordia hall. 

She wore a black velvet trained gown;,with 
point lace forming the vest and enffs. v4 
short iron gray hair was curled, and made 
pretty framework for her bright tetaltionnt 
face. 

Noting her long train and her bustle Tue 
CowarrruTiox reporter asked her if she did not 
believe in dress reform, as most all physicians 
did, 

“Vos, certainly I do, but it cannot be done 
at once,’’she replied,‘‘for theftime has noteome 
when a sensible style of dress can be universal- 
ly adopted ; it must be dove gradually, and I 
gould not make myself conspicuous or un- 
pleasing to my audie mee.” 

“Do you wear corsets 

“No, I think them abom! nations and an 
fury to the whole of womankind.”’ 

‘‘How about busties?- 

“That depends upon the kind of oustle one 
wears. These immense, heavy things are in- 
jurious, but as long as the skirts are- mi ule 
heavy and Jong in the back, a small, light 
wire bustle is more of an assistance than an 
injury, because it lifts and lightens the we ight 
of the draperies.”’ 

“What do you think about the future of 
women ?”’ 

“I believe the future of my. sex depends 
more on the improvement of their health than 
anything else. Not only the future of women 
depends upon this but the future of their chil- 
dren, male and female. A strong mind cannot 
exist ina weak body, and women whose minds 
are so greatly influenced by the physical 
state cannot be sirong mentally with such weak 
bodies as the majority of them possess. The 
body is the temple of the immortal soul and 
should be made a fit habitation for so lofty a 
possession. 
who suffer; scarcely any are strong, and it is 
because they don’t tunderstand themselves 
physically. They don’t know what-is the 
matter with them when theyaresick,o know 
how to define their sufferings to a physician.”

of medicine’ 

“My father wanted me to have some yora- 
tion in life. He thought it right for women 
as well as men to have aprofesssion. I was a 
young girl when I graduated at the medical 
college for women, founded by my brother, 
Dr. Joseph Longshore Potts, in Philadelphia. 
I graduated in 1852 and practiced successfully 
in the city for two years, then I commenced 
lecturing.”’ 

‘“‘Where did you first commence lecturing?” 

“In Philadelphia, and crowds flocked to hear 
meand I had more patients than I could at- 
tend to. From Philadelphia I went to New 
Jersey andthen out through the north and 
west to California, and upon leaving each 
place where I lectured, I left more patients 
than I had timeto treat. From California I 
went to Australia and from thence on to 
England.,”’ 

‘Were you successful abroar 

“Very. The English ladies crowded 
lecture halls.’’ 

‘Were not they too healthy to need health 
loctures ?"" 

‘‘No, it’s a mistake to suppose English wo- 
men the healthiest in the world. Americans 
have better health. The long walks 
that these English ‘ women take 
and consider healthful are injurious. 
I believe in exercise for women, but such long 

walks are injurious, It is all nonsense to say 
that women’s brains or bodes are capable of 
the same sort of work that men’sare. Any 
one who has studied anatomy and physiology 
must know differently.’ 

“Then you do not believe women equal to 
men in physical and mental capacity ?”’ 

‘‘In mental capacity they are superior in 
certain lines. I think they can do many things 
much better than men. I think women should 
all be physicians for women, and I think they 
can fill other professions creditably, but there’s 
never any necessity for the sexes to clash in 
their work. They were made to harmonize 
with each other.”’
